Canada’s Revenues Reach Highest 
Mark in Country’s History in 
December, 1908. 


Ottawa, Jan. 11—-The revenue of the 
Dominion for December ,according to the 
receipts entered on the books of the fin 
ance department up to the last day of 
the month, the his- 
tory of the Dominion fer the last month 
of the year, totalling $7,183,355, an in 
crease of $79,825 over December, 1907. 
For a year past the monthly revenue 
statements have shown regular decreases 
from the record receipts of 1907 and, 
is hoped, that from now on a gradual 
improvement will he recorded. 

hor the nine months of the present 
fiseal year the total revenue has been 
$62,298,581, a decrease of $11,457,875 as 
compared with the corresponding period 
of 1907. The total expenditure on con- 
solidated fund accounts was $504382,621, 
an increase of $4,765,585. The capital ex- 
penditure totalled $26,316,343 of which 
$22,960,880 was on public works, railways 
and canals, the construction of the Na- 
tional Transcontinental railway being 
responsible for most of this.

LONDON HEIRESS DISAPPEARS. 


No Reason is Offered—Believed Met 
With Foul Play. 


London, Jan. 9.—The mysterious 
ypearance and the remarkable 
career of Miss Violet Gordon Charles 
worth are furnishing the English pab- 
lic with a sensation equal to that of 
the Steinlicil case in Paris, Miss 
Charlesworth, an attractive spinster of 
25, who lived with her parents in 
Bodera street, Asaph, Wales, has been 
reported as killed when motoring in 
the direetion of Permaenmawr with 
her sister and a chauffeur, on Satur- 
day. The sister and the chauffeur 
aver that the motor came into colli- 
sion with a retaining wall of a road 
along the edge of a cliff overlooking 
the sea and that Miss Charlesworth 
had been thrown over the wall into 
the sea. The sister anid the chauffeut 
gave the foregoing account to tn 
jocal authorities, and since that, the 
members of the family have declined 
to see enquirers or to give further de- 
tail Those who have examined the 
scene of the supposed tragedy do not 
consider it possible that the body 
could have beon washed away. Her 
hat was found upon the rocks but ne 
indication of a body having been 
thrown over the cliff. 

Miss Charlesworth’s picturesque 
career suggests that of Mademe Hum- 
ber. She said that she was heiress 
of a General Gordon, her god-father, 
who left her $744,000, which was to 
be paid over to her on her 26th birth- 
January 13th, with accumulated 
interest, making the whole amount 
$2,500,000, Miss Charlesworth usual- 
ly gave her name as Gordon and visit- 
ed London frequently alone. She 
operated heavily upon the’ London 
Stock Exchange, and according to the 
evening papers owes one broker $50,- 
000. 

She took a large country place at 
Inverness last summer, which was 
sumptuously furnished, the walls be- 
ing draped with the Gordon plaid. 
She had four motor cars. The story 
of her death is generally disbelieve 1, 
although her parents have offered 
$10,000 for the recovery of the body.

The report that five Frenehmen were 
frozen to death the Macleod 
river last week has been authoritative- 
ly denied by Frank Summers, who re- 
turned to the city on Sunday from the

in 40 miles of the Yellowhead Pass 
in the Rocky mountains, The party 


were travelling during the excessively 
cold weather of the past two weeks 
and some residents at the Pembina 
river spread the report that five of 
the party had been irozen to death 
While Mr. Summers landed every- 
me of the party at the tie camp se@fe- 
ly and made the return trip to Ed 
monton successfully, he states that 
it was one of the hardest trips he ever

PROVINCIAL SEED FAIR. 


Arrangements are completed toy the 
third annual provincial seed fair for 
1909, which will be held in the Drill 
Hall, Calgary, on February 8rd, 4th 
and Sth, under the auspices of the 
Provincial Department of Agriculture, 
assisted by the seed branch of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
The prizes to be given to grain grow- 
ers are said to be the best ever offered 
at any western seed fair. For Al- 


berta Red Winter Wheat, Banner 
Oats, and any other good milling 
variety of Oats, cash amounting to 


$60 in each class is offered, divided 
into $20, $15, $12, $8 and $5 prizes 
The money offered for Red Fife Spring 
Wheat any other hard variety of 
spring wheat, and any short or feed 
variety of oats totals $52, divided in- 
to $18, $14, $10, $6 and $4 prizes. For 
any soft variety of Spring Wheat the 
prizes are $15, $12, $8 and 
$5. £30 is offered for both the two 
and six-rowed varieties of barley, 
divided into $15, $10 and $5 prizes. 
The prize list also provides for prizes 
for peas, flax seed, ,timothy seed, 
brome grass seed, rye grass seed, red 
clover seed, Alsike clover seed and 
Alfalfa. In each of these classes 
the total amount offered is $25, divid- 
ed into $12, $& and $5 prizes. Prizes 
are also offered for eémpetitions in 
judging wheat and oats and for the 
identification of weed seeds as fol- 
lows: $10, $8, $5, $3. 

The $100 silver trophies offered for 
the best five bushels of spring wheat 
\iberta red wheat, any variety of 
milling oats and for six-rowed barley 
are specially attractive. The trophy 
for epring wheat is donated by the 
Farm Crops Magazine of Winnipeg. 
It was won first in 1908 by Mr. J. G. 
Vosburgh, of Granum, but must he 
won three times before it finally be- 
comes the property of the exhibitor. 
The publishers of this magazine sup- 
plement the trophy with a cash prize 
of $50 to the winner, $30 second and 
$20 third prize. The trophy for Al- 
herta red winter wheat is donated 
by the Alberta Pacific Elevator Com- 
pany of Calgary; for milling oats, by 
the Calgary and Strathcona branches 
of the Brackman-Ker Milling Com- 
pany, and the trophy for the best five 


bushels of six-rowed barley by _ the 
Calgary Brewing and Malting Com- 
pany. Each trophy must be won 


three times before it finally becomes 
the property of the exhibitor. 

In addition to the above prizes, the 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Association 
offers prizes totalling $288 in cash to 
the members of that, association resi- 
dent in Alberta. 

In order to place all the exhibitors 
on an equal basis, the Department 
refunds all express or freight charges 
in excess of 50c, except in special 
class, where the charges over $1 will 
be refunded. 

A programme of interesting lectures 
relative to grain growing will be de- 
livered at the time of the fair by cap- 
able speakers. Arrangements are 
being made with the railways where- 
by convention rates will apply to all 
those attending the exhibition. 

Application for prize lists should be 
made to the Department of Agricul- 
ture, Edmonton, Alberta.
